Landmark measure 
imposes longest U.S. 
waiting period yet 

Pierre, S.D. 

South Dakota Gov. Dennis 
Daugaard signed a law Tuesday 
requiring women to wait three 
days after meeting with a doctor to 
have an abortion, the longest wait- 
ing period in the nation. 

Abortion rights groups immedi- 
ately said they plan to file a lawsuit 
challenging the measure, which 
also requires women to undergo 
counseling at pregnancy help cen- 
ters that discourage abortions. 

Daugaard, who gave no inter- 
views after signing the bill, said in 
a written statement that he has con- 
ferred with state attorneys who will 
defend the law in court and a spon- 
sor who has pledged private money 
to finance the state’s legal costs. 

“I think everyone agrees with 
the goal of reducing abortion by 
encouraging consideration of other 
alternatives,” the Republican gov- 
ernor said the statement. “I hope 
that women who are considering 


an abortion will use this three-day 
period to make good choices.” 

Planned Parenthood, which 
operates South Dakota’s only abor- 
tion clinic in Sioux Falls, and the 
American Civil Liberties Union of 
South Dakota said they will ask a 
judge to strike down the measure 
as unconstitutional. Kathi Di Nico- 
la, of Planned Parenthood of Min- 
nesota, North Dakota and South 


Dakota, said the law would intrude 
on women’s right to make personal 
decisions about medical treatment 
and require women seeking abor- 
tions to receive counseling from 
unlicensed and unaccredited preg- 
nancy centers that are often reli- 
giously motivated. 

“It’s not going to do one thing 
to reduce unintended pregnancy 
or reduce abortion,” Di Nicola said.

But an Associated Press analysis 
of the emails shows that, for close 
to a week, messages in Walker’s 
inbox were running roughly 2-to- 
1 against his plans. The tide did 
not turn in his favor until short- 
ly after desperate Democrats fled 
the state to stop a vote they knew 
they would lose. 

The AP analyzed more than 
26,000 emails sent to Walker from 
the time he formally announced 
his plans until he first mentioned 
the emails in public. 

During that time, the overall 
tally ran 55 percent in support, 
44 percent against. In the weeks 


since. Walker has continued to 
receive tens of thousands of emails 
on the issue. 

The AP obtained the emails 
through a legal settlement with 
Walker’s office, the result of a law- 
suit filed by the news cooperative 
and the Isthmus, a weekly news- 
paper in Madison. The news orga- 
nizations sued after the governor’s 
office did not respond to requests 
for the emails filed under the state’s 
open records law.

Metro has found that the Foggy 
Bottom station escalator collapse 
last month was caused by an object 
that was lodged under the top comb 
plate of the conveyance, according 
to an investigation. 

The plate broke and displaced 
a step, which then wedged under 
another plate at the bottom of the 
escalator. The wedged step broke 
four other steps, according to a 
report on the Feb. 18 incident to be 


presented to the safety committee 
of the Metro Board of Directors this 
week. Neither the report nor Metro 
officials have specified what the 
object was, but one official said it 
was not part of the escalator. 

As a result of the malfunction, 
Metro is examining the configu- 
ration of other escalator models 
for the potential for similar prob- 
lems, and has asked independent 
consultant Vertical Transportation 
Excellence to review the investiga- 
tion findings. 

The accident caused a gaping 
hole in the ascending staircase dur- 
ing the morning rush hour, and peo- 
ple on board the escalator narrowly 
escaped falling in. It came less than 


four months after another Metro 
escalator raced out of control on 
Oct. 30, injuring six people. 

Metro General Manager Rich- 
ard Sarles ordered a system-wide 
escalator inspection last year that 
uncovered serious maintenance 
deficiencies, and last month the 


agency revealed that escalators 
are breaking down more often and 
repairs are taking longer. Sarles 
predicted this month that it will 
take years to meet Metro’s goal 
of keeping more than 90 percent 
of escalators operating, (the Wash- 
ington POST)

Officials investigate

D.C. school officials are looking 
into allegations that the princi- 
pal of McKinley Technology High 
School falsified student transcripts 
to award credit for courses never 
taken. 

The allegations, first reported 
Tuesday by the Washington Exam- 
iner, are that principal David Finder 
instructed data clerks to make the 
changes. Finder declined an inter- 
view request Tuesday afternoon. 
Eastern Stewart, the investigator 
from the school system’s security 
office who is handling the probe, 
also declined to comment. 

“The allegations are part of an 
ongoing investigation,” said Fred- 
erick Lewis, a spokesman for Act- 
ing Chancellor Kaya Henderson. 
“We anticipate the investigation 
will conclude soon and DCFS will 
review the investigator’s findings. 
Until then, we cannot comment on 
allegations.”

President’s mixed 
message on Libya 
draws criticism at 
home and abroad

Don’t expect a quick ending in 
Libya. There’s a real possibili- 
ty that Moammar Gadhafi could 
stave off the U.S. and its interna- 
tional partners, clinging to power 
in a drawn-out and increasingly 
dangerous standoff 

Confusion among allies over 
their goals and who’s leading 
the mission is complicating the 
matter. 

Gadhafi has a long history of 
digging in and enduring, after all. 
He’s held power in the north Afri- 
can country for 42 years and sur- 
vived U.S. airstrikes in 1986 against 
his compound in Tripoli. 

This time, narrowly limited 
objectives for the allied mission. 


including assertions by Presi- 
dent Obama that Gadhafi him- 
self isn’t being targeted militari- 
ly, may encourage him to hunker 
down in the capital city, surround- 
ed by his followers and militiamen, 
and try to outwait and outmaneu- 


ver the West. 

In the first war that he didn’t 
inherit from predecessor George 
W. Bush, Obama has made a strong 
point of insisting that regime 
change is not his military goal — 
and that the U.S. is just one of many 


international partners. 

Obama still reiterates that Gad- 
hafi must go, but he stops short of 
saying just how that might happen. 
His policy — put into effect after 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
publicly cautioned that bombing to 
establish a no-fly zone was basically 
an act of war — is generating grow- 
ing criticism on Capitol Hill. 

Even some Democrats and GOP 
moderates who generally support 
Obama on military issues are rais- 
ing concerns that Libya — whose 
terrain resembles that of Iraq but 
which is four times as large — could 
become a military quagmire.

A U.S. fighter jet on a strike mis- 
sion against a government missile 
site crashed overnight in eastern 
Libya.

Players give up some 
comforts with no end 
to the lockout in sight

Don’t buy that car. Shorten that 
vacation. Eat at home. 

Whatever they do, NFL players 
have been warned for years about 
the need to save and the impor- 
tance of budgeting their money in 
case of a work stoppage. 

Well, the lockout is here. 

“We’ve been hammering the 
point home for two years that you 
have to be careful and you have to 
be prepared,” Browns lineback- 
er Scott Fujita said. “Guys I know 
have made concessions.” 

The lifestyle for pro football 
players, particularly the veterans, is 
a good one. Seahawks guard Ches- 
ter Pitts, a nine-year veteran, calls 
it “very comfortable.” 

But Pitts notes it also needs to 
have limitations, more so when the 
players have no money coming in 
from the owners because of the 
labor stalemate. 

“You have to be wise with your 
money,” Pitts said. “You can live a 
great life and still be careful and 
still be smart.” 

Fujita and Pitts are extreme- 
ly involved in the NFLPA, which 
is holding its meetings here; Fuji- 
ta is an executive board member.

and Pitts is a player rep. But there 
are hundreds who don’t have such 
active roles. That rank-and-file 
is the segment the association’s 
leaders must reach about their 
finances. 

All the players have taken a bit 
of a financial hit already because of 
the lockout: NFL teams no longer 
are paying for their health insur- 


ance. Fujita paid $1,900 this month 
for coverage for his wife and two 
children. For bigger families, the 
price is about $2,400 a month. 

Yes, Fujita signed a three-year, 
$14 million free agent contract with 
Cleveland a year ago, with $8 mil- 
lion guaranteed. He’s also played 
nine seasons, and the league aver- 
age is about one-third of that. 

“We may make a lot of money, 
but it is for a very short time,” said 
Chiefs linebacker Mike Vrabel, one 
of 10 players whose names are on 
an antritrust action against the 
NFL in a U.S. District Court to stop 
the lockout. “I have been lucky to be 
in this game for 14 years; to think 
about that is crazy. 

“The average guy plays 3.4 
years, and you have got to make

Album Review 

How bad do you want your Strokes back? Bad enough 
that you’ll listen to the first five cuts on “Angles,” the 
band’s new album, and then pretend the rest of it 
doesn’t exist? 

After a dull third album, “First Impressions of Earth,” 
and a subsequent five-year vanishing act, we should be 
greeting Julian Casablancas and his crew with arched 
eyebrows. Instead, fans have been stretching their arms 
wide for the return of rock’s postmillennial saviors ever 
since the band reunited onstage last summer. 

Why all the fuss? Long story long: With the release 
of their just-about-perfect 2001 debut, “Is This It,” the 
Strokes were a band that tried to save mainstream rock 
from the mires inhabited by Linkin Park, Limp Bizkit 
and Creed.

lar taste splintered. Today, as rock groups tend to cram 
all of their brilliance into tiny, MP3-size capsules, we 
don’t want a band that can write a great song. We want 
a band that can write a dozen great songs. 

With “Angles,” we’ll have to settle for four. The 
first one, “Machu Picchu,” kicks the album off with 
a cocky, post-disco strut that bodes well for the next 
30 minutes. 

Then the lead single, “Under Cover of Darkness,” 
snaps into the sound fans fell in love with 10 years ago 
— Nick Valensi’s and Albert Hammond Jr.’s guitars 
jangling and buzzing in conversation over Fab Moret- 
ti’s jouncy drum beat. As he slouches toward the cho- 
rus, it’s tough to tell whether Casablancas is singing to 
a lover, a friend, his band mates or the world: “I’ll wait 
for you/Will you wait for me, too?” 

Things dip with the portentous meandering of 
“You’re So Right.” Then there’s clumsy quasi-bossa- 
nova (“Call Me Back”) and a charged-up romper that 
could have been great if it were a little more coherent 
(“Gratisfaction”). Instead of guiding these tunes, Cas- 
ablancas sounds like a ghost wandering through the 
walls of a maze. 

So why even keep the band together? Because, as 
Casablancas recently told Spin, “people want a rock 
band of their generation they can trust.” 

Well, at least one they can root for. And anyone 
who lives in Washington knows that a team that 
wins only half the time is still worth cheering on.

Album Review 

Canyon-voiced Jennifer Hudson was 
practically born with a Grammy 
in her hand and a birth certificate 
stamped The Next Aretha Franklin. 
So how did she get to be so famous 
without ever having had a hit song 
she can call her own? 

In the long-ago ingenue days of 
Whitney and Mariah, songs were 
of secondary importance, merely 
devices for heavenly voices. But in 
an iTunes world, songs are every- 
thing, and Hudson, whose sopho- 
more disc, “I Remember Me,” is out 
this week, hasn’t yet made the hit 
song she’ll be remembered for. Or 
any hit song at all. 

It may be that Hudson just 
wasn’t made for these times. She has 
a voice built for retro — for gospel 
songs and torch songs, for Broad- 


way numbers. It’s a voice built for 
just about anything, it turns out, but 
the contemporary hip-hop-informed 
R&B that gets radio airplay. 

Anyone waiting for a great song 
to happen to Hudson on “I Remem- 
ber Me” will still be waiting when 
it’s over.

Harding Icefield touts 
rigorous hikes and 
breathtaking views 

Adventure 

The first thing I noticed was the 
feeling of an ice-cream headache. It 
meant we were getting close. 

But the chill off the massive 
Harding Icefield and wind fun- 
neled through the surrounding 
mountains was part reward for the 
sweat-inducing hike to get there, 
and part reminder that we were 
entering a foreign landscape. 

To many travelers, Alaska rep- 
resents adventure, and my visit, 
planned largely on the fly, includ- 
ed rigorous hikes amid sweeping, 
beautiful landscapes. We went 
from the marshy-grass tussocks 
and stark, brown-red, up-in-the- 
cloud peaks of Denali Nation- 
al Park — where we encountered 
Dali sheep and were soaked to the 
bone on ridgetop trails — to Kenai 
in Southcentral Alaska, a few hun- 
dred miles away. There we climbed 
rocks, hop -scotched across boul- 
der fields and creek beds only par- 
tially filled with cold, late-summer 
water, and traversed snow and ice 
to get to the glaciers. 


Take a Hike 

The change in elevation brings dra- 
matic changes in scenery in Alas- 
ka. Here are two hot hiking spots. 

w Harding Icefield: http://l.usa.gov/ 
hYcW7a. Located in Kenai Fjords 
National Park, 126 miles south of 
Anchorage. The Harding Icefield 
Trail, nearly eight miles round-trip, 
is considered strenuous. 

» Denali National Park: Nps.gov/ 
dena/index.htm. Located 240 miles 
north of Anchorage. Private cars can 
go only 15 miles into the park; bus and 
shuttle tours are available beyond 
that. Bicycles, hiking allowed, (ap) 


Our first glacier and the high- 
light of the trip for me was Harding 
Icefield, which Td read about from 
other backpackers online and was 
determined to experience. 

Getting there takes some doing: 
It’s nearly an eight-mile round-trip 
hike, one the National Park Ser- 
vice brands strenuous because it 
gains about 1,000 feet of eleva- 
tion for each mile. Some stretches 
are fairly steep, but the trail is in 
excellent condition, which helps 
with footing. 

It was hard to leave — the pay- 
off was so great — but the wan- 
ing sunlight sent us on our way.

Earthy Mama 


In her cultishly popular East Village restaurant, Prune, Gabrielle 
Hamilton draws fans — including fellow chefs such as Mario Batali and Daniel 
Boulud — with her simple, earthy cooking. Her Europe-meets-New York cuisine 
includes both snout-to-tail fare (roasted marrowbones, monkfish liver) and 
comfort food (veal breast poached in milk, huevos rancheros). Hamilton’s life 
both in and out of the kitchen is equally colorful, a fact she explores in her new 
book, “Blood, Bones and Butter” ($26, Random House). We caught up with her 
about her French mother’s kitchen secrets, why she loves making lists and how 

she juggles cheffing and children . JENNIFER BARGER (EXPRESS) 


So where does this title come from? 

It made sense to me. I handle blood, 
bones and butter at work, but those 
words also have 
connotative value 
for me. The book 
is about my fam- 
ily and blood- 
line. And being 
a chef has all this 
structure, like a 
skeleton. Butter 
doesn’t land as easily, but I was 
just thinking about the creamy, 
good stuff, like my kids and my 
Italian in-laws. 

Who had the biggest impact on 
how you cook? 

My mother was probably the most 
influential in that she raised us 
to eat very, very well. She cooked, 
quite well, she had a garden, and 
she took us to the farm to get milk. 


We were not getting Snack Pack 
pudding by any means. 

How would you describe the food 
at Prune? 

I think the food is delicious and 
consistent. I try to ask myself, 
“Would I like to eat it again and 
again?” At 5:30, I’m never crav- 
ing some molecular thing. I don’t 
want to serve high-end restau- 
rant food with little dots of oil on 
the plates. 

What’s your favorite thing on the 
menu? 

One thing I really love is grilled 
fish with shaved celery and rad- 
ish salad. I could eat that again 
and again. 

What item on the menu do you 
wish everyone would try? 

I do wish everyone would eat the 


monkfish liver. It’s God’s per- 
fect food. 

i love the section in the book 
where you describe the crazy 
rush during brunch, is it a 
meal you like? 

It’s my favorite meal. I love that it 
signals that you’re at leisure. 

You’re a huge list maker. How does 
that help you as a chef? 

Lists keep me very organized. If I 
don’t do that, then I forget things or 
not allot enough time to do them. 

You’re a female chef in an industry 
that’s a bit of a boys’ club. Why 
aren’t there more of you? 

I think it’s hard for women to have 
relationships and families and give 
restaurant work what it requires, 
which is all day, all night and every- 
thing your body has.

Midnight Moon Moonshine ($20, select Virginia liquor stores and Hitiniewine.net ) 

Piedmont Distillers in Madison, N.C., uses a recipe developed by the legendary moonshiners of the Johnson family (think 
rough-and-tumble von Trapps) during Prohibition to make fruity white lightning. Small, handcrafted batches made from corn in 
a copper still are triple-distilled before being placed into Mason jars and aged with cherries and strawberries for weeks. 

The Fruit: Biting into a moonshine-marinated strawberry produces an effect similar to Novocaine on teeth. While the fruit 
will clear up any sinus problems you're prone to having during D.C.’s allergy season, we don’t recommend tasting it if you 
have, say, a 3 o'clock meeting or the need to drive to a bluegrass festival in the next 24 hours. What We’d Mix it in: The 
distillers like mixing strawberry moonshine with A&W Cream Soda for a “strawberry shortcake’’ cocktail. You can also 
whip up moonshine cherry tea by blending cherry Midnight Moon with enough sweet tea to ensure that proper Southern 
belles and Carolina gentlemen remain well-mannered. Bottom Line: Drinking this fruity stuff straight might make even 
Charlie Sheen woozy. But since moonshine (at least, taxed and regulated versions) is now legal, in a nod to the outlawed 
bootleggers of the Old South, stir up a glass with ginger ale or tonic and drink up (slowly). Sugar, katherine boyle (express)
